Howev er, it later was learned 
that Gearhart used city trucks and 
city -paid driv ers to haul 46 loads of 
pea grav el from Forreston at no 
cost to the contractor. Under the 
contract, the contractor was re­ 
quired to furnish either pea grav el 
or crushed stone. Crushed stone 
was av ailable locally , but Gear­ 
hart said he preferred pea grav el, 
because it is not so dusty . 
The round tr ip is 56 miles, so the 
city trucks trav elled 2,676 miles 
hauling grav el for tire contractor at 
city ex pense. The round trip, in­ 
cluding loading time, takes 2lz 
hours, aeeordmg to Gearhart. 
115 .Man Hour* 
If only one man was on each 
trip, it took 115 man hours. Al­ 
though it is impossible to figure 
the actual cost of the truck for the 
trips, the driv er's salary , at $1.50 
per hour, cost the city $172.50. 
Whether city employ es did other 
work on the blaektopping job has 
not been determined, although most 
of the pay records of the period, 
which began about the middle of 
August, weie credited to motor fuel 
tax funds.

A—A cyst of this sort is not likely to b ecom e 
cancerous. H owever, It m ay b e b est to rem ove It 
surgically, and at the very least it should b e c a re ­ 
fully w atihed.
